MADISON CORRESPONDENCE. 


February 11. 


The Senate spent the forenoon in consider- 


ing a bill reported by the committee on cor- 
porations, repealing a portion of the Wiscon- 
sin Bridge Company charter, at Sauk Prairie. 
The subject induced considerable debate, in 
which several of the honorable Senators ex- 
hibited n strong feeling of distrust in each 
others veracity. The Senator from Sauk, in 
particular, used language disrespectful to the 
committee,—accusing them of being " log- 
rollers," and made, as the Wisconsin man 
would say, " allusions to a, probability," that 
the committee had acted in bad faith in tho 
mutter. The result of the discussion was, in 
effect, a rejection of the report of the commit- 
tee, and a confirmation of the charge made 
by the honorable Senator from Sauk. This 
afternoon, the committee formally, through 
Sir. Hyer, resigned their office, and thus 
threw back upon the Senate a charge of dis- 
respect nnd ungentlemanly conduct. 
The 


Senate considered upon the matter fox* a time, 
and concluded that the best way to quiet the 
committee, was to " own up," as to the 
" worda spoken in the heat of debate," but 
held to the vote, thereby "compromising" a 
question purely of dignity, and the committee 
were requested to remain in the full posses- 
sion of their honors and powers. It is due to 
the President of the Senate, to state here, 
that he was not at the time in the chair,—hac 
ho been, tho disrespectful words spoken by 
the Sauk Senator would not have passed un- 
rebuked. The balance of the afternoon has 
been spent in considering and passing bills, 
mostly local in their natuie; and in passing 
several small appropriation bills,—among the 
latter was one for the Free Democrat, cut 
clown, however, about one-half from the 
amount originally reported by the committee. 
There is something curious in tlie action of 
tho Lcgialature in relation to appropriations. 
Some bills are voted without inquiry, while 
others, having the name of an individual pre- 
fixed not favorably regarded, are rigidly in- 
quired into, and great concern expressed by 
gentlemen lest the State should be swindled?

Standard of Value. 


A fanner—one of our subscribed!—in op- 


josing the present Interest law, says, that 
Wisconsin has destroyed her standard of cur- 
rency, and that to be consistent, we should 
advocate the repeal of the present standard 
of weights and measures. 
Out correspond- 


ent erroneously assumes that n dollar is more 
or less than 100 cents, according as the rate 
of interest is high or low, and that law can al- 
ter its intrinsic value. We have before sta- 
ted that the value of money, like tie value of 
agricultural products, must be determined by 
the law of supply and demand—by its scarci- 
ty 01 abundance, and that this cannot be de- 
termined by statute. A law limiting the rate 
of interest to three per cent, might compel 
conscientious capitalists to withdraw their 
money from the State, but unscrupulous ones 
would take tbeir place, and would charge 
enough interest, in addition to the prescnl 
rates, to cover the increased risk. We are 
opposed to all usury laws, because we think 
the principle wrong, but we aro not particu- 
larly anxious about the question, and do not 
feel called upon to quarrel about it with any 
body. We have made up our mind to take 
just what the Legislature gives us, and be 
thankful" that it is not any worse with us than 
it iB."
